Wedding Custom In One Town When 
the Train Is Late.

But In this city train schedules fre¬ 
quently go awry, and when they do 
the unusual happens. The wedding, of 
course, has been celebrated on time, 
and the reception has taken as much 
time as such things usually take. The 
departure from the bride’s home is 
made In due season to catch the train 
if it Is on time. 

The wedding guests rush to the sta¬ 
tion, where all other inhabitants hav¬ 
ing nothing better to do have assem¬ 
bled already. It is a free show which 
no one would miss. 

The carriage bearing the newly mar¬ 
ried pair is drawn by white horses and 
decorated with white ribbons. Custom 
demands this, and no one has yet had 
the temerity to do otherwise. 

The carriage arrives at the station, 
and it is learned that the train is so 
many minutes or so many hours late. 
Usually the measure is in hours. 

The carriage doesn’t wait. It goes 
parading. It drives around and around 
a prescribed route, from every point of 
which the driver can get due notice of 
the approach of the train. 

The crowd remains patiently at the 
station. Other curious persons station 
themselves at points along the route 
just to see the wedding coach pass. 

Sometimes two or three carriages, 
drawn by white horses and decorated 
in white, swing steadily around this 
hymeneal circuit. It seems like an 
endless procession. It is not unsual 
for a wedding pair to spend the first 
five hours of their honeymoon just rid¬ 
ing round and round waiting for the 
train. 

When the screech of the locomotive 
finally is heard the driver continues to 
swing up to the platform just as the 
train comes to a stop. Thou the bride 
and bridegroom make a mad rush for 
their car amid a shower of rice and 
confetti and old shoes. The honeymoon 
parade is over.—Exchange.

It is a Sargasso sea lit¬ 
tered with derelicts of all worlds, drift¬ 
ing back and forth with the endless 
ebb and flow of the tide, while all 
about them is the ceaseless activity of 
commerce, of development, moving 
onward and upward despite the cease¬ 
less cross current, which no literary 
mariner, cruising in these uncharted 
waters, can understand. 

Those who know it best and have 
some skill in writing as well as some 
understanding are so overwhelmed by 
its endless complications, its infinity 
of contradictions, Its astonishing good¬ 
ness aud its frightful depravity, the 
baffling mystery of Its wonderful hu¬ 
manness and its fantastic mystery, 
that they do not dare attempt to write 
even what they know. Only one man 
in all literature could have interpreted 
the Bowery—and Balzac is dead. 

Most of us know the Bowery through 
fugitive newspaper sketches and fear¬ 
some lurid melodramas. The sketches 
present certain phases more or less in¬ 
telligently, but the melodramas are 
weird burlesques, unworthy even of 
being scoffed at, so far as any consid¬ 
eration of truth is concerned. But 
these cheap melodramas, endlessly re¬ 
peated, have built up a fiction that has 
come to be accepted as the reality.—

IVORY TOILET SETS. 

Extremely Popular, but Very Difficult 
to Clean Properly. 

Ivory toilet articles are quite as fash¬ 
ionable as silver ones now. and the 
fact that they are more difficult to 
clean in no way detracts from their 
popularity. 

It Is not easy to remove stains from 
the mellow, creamy material without 
spoiling its tone. 

Some useful hints on cleaning Ivory 
are given herewith: When the stains 
are very slight and do not seem to be 
permanent, though they cannot be 
rubbed off with a dry cloth, wash the 
ivory thoroughly in warm water and 
soapsuds, and then, without drying it 
on a cloth, place it in the bright sun¬ 
light for a few minutes. This expo¬ 
sure will usually remove the stains. 
After they have disappeared wash 
the ivory again in soap and water, 
rinse it thoroughly and dry carefully 
with a soft cloth. v 

When the stains do not disappear 
entirely after contact with the sun’s 
rays the ivory should-be washed again 
in soap and water, then rinsed in 
clear water to which a little lemon 
Juice has been added. Care must be 
taken to have the temperature of the 
water right, as too great heat will in¬ 
jure the ivory. 

Very dark discolorations require the 
services of an expert to remove, though 
one may be fairly successful by nib¬ 
bing oxalic acid solution, not too 
strong, and applying this to the dark 
spots or streaks with a brush. After¬ 
ward wash the ivory well in clear 
warm water and dry with absorbent 
cotton or a soft cloth, and then leave 
in the sunshine or in a warm place to 
bleach. 

The acid of a lemon is not harmful 
to the most delicate piece of ivory. 
In fact, the juice of a lemon can be 
applied with a mixture of cleansing 
powder or whiting directly to the 
ivory without running any risk of 
spoiling its tone or texture. It should, 
however, be removed quickly and the 
ivory thoroughly cleansed afterward 
with plenty of warm water. Cabinet 
pieces that become discolored can be 
cleaned in this way and will be great¬ 
ly improved in color and appearance.

In the morning it was found that 
the open windows that had caused the 
sneezing and chill were double ones, 
the outer pair of which had been tight 
closed throughout the whole discus¬ 
sion. 

IN THE KITCHEN. 

Onion Cake.—Peel five or six large 
onions, cut in halves and boil fifteen 
minutes. Drain and chop fine, adding 
a small lump of butter. Beat two eggs 
and mix with them four tablespoonfuls 
of cold mashed potato, tw T o or three 
tablespoonfuls of chopped ham, about 
a teaspoonful of caraway seed and a 
cup of milk. Mix in the chopped on¬ 
ion and season to taste with salt and 
pepper. Butter a large, shallow tin, 
line with a good short paste, spread 
the mixture over it and bake in a 
brisk oven. When cooked, lift out of 
the tin, put on a hot dish on a paper 
doily or folded napkin and serve hot. 

Grape Fruit Salad.—There are sev¬ 
eral different ways. of preparing a 


grape fruit salad. For a sweet fruit 
salad, cut in halves, remove the seeds 
and with a pointed pair of scissors 
snip the membranes that hold the cen¬ 
ter core in place and the pulp to the 
walls, then remove all together. Fill 
the cavity in the center with powder¬ 
ed sugar; moistened with maraschino 
liquor, sherry or grape juice. Let 
stand in a cold place for several hours 
before serving. When ready to serve, 
put a maraschina cherry in the center 
of each fruit. Serve a half fruit to 
each guest. White grapes cut up and 
seeded are aften added to the pulp, 
which is nearly always served in the 
grape fruit shell. When possible fresh 
sour cherries are often substituted for 
the maraschino. Another grape fruit 
salad is made by removing the pulp 
from halved grape fruit, discarding all 
the pith. This done, return the pulp 
to the skin, put a tablespoonful of 
mayonnaise dressing on each half and 
serve on lettuce leaves. Chopped nuts 
may be added to the grape fruit pulp 
or chopped celery when In season.

EASY DISHWASHING. 

Lightening the Weary Work of “Three 
Times a Day.” 

One of the unnecessary things in 
housekeeping is the continuous wash¬ 
ing and wiping of dishes, says a wo¬ 
man in the Housekeeper. 

Methinks I hear a cry of horror from 
a horde of housekeepers, but many of 
them have nevertheless at one time or 
another rebelled against tlie stack of 
dishes which looms up, like the school¬ 
boy’s hash, “three times a day.” 

It is queer how some women will 
wear themselves out rather than step 
aside from the beaten path. They 
have yet to learn the joy that comes 
from taking an Independent tack and 
making the work subservient to the 
worker, from being the master instead 
of the slave. 

To many women the bugbear of 
housework is dishwashing. Why wash 
dishes three times a day? Do it in the 
morning when fresh. Scrape the din¬ 
ner dishes, stack in a large pan filled 
with cold water and cover. 

Treat the supper dishes the same 
way, and do not allow your conscience 
to keep you awake one single hour. It 
will not make the task too heavy the 
next morning if you try my way. 

After washing each piece in hot 
suds and rinsing in hot (not warm) 
water, put thorn, piece by piece, in the 
wire drainer (price 10 cents) as nearly 
on edge or aslant as possible, and let 
stand until dry. 

Glasses, of course, and silver must 
be wiped, but the former can be left 
filled after using and the latter put 
into a pitcher or deep jug until some 
odd minute when one is not so weary 
with well doing that another turn of 
the screw seems next to impossible.

Shore Leave. 

As illustrating how men respond and

Days In Paris. 

Tiie early scenes in “Trilby” have 
shown us the hilarious squalor of the 
student life in Paris when Whistler 
joined the studio that Gleyre carried 
on in succession to Delaroche.

Once 
when an American friend unearthed 
him Whistlrr was living on the pro¬ 
ceeds of a wardrobe. One hot day he 
pawned his coat for an iced drink. 
Invited once to the American embassy, 
lie had to borrow Poynter’s dress suit. 
But the best story of these frolicsome 
days arises from the eternal copying 
in the Louvre, either on commission 
or on “spec.” which kept them alive 
between remittances. Whistler’s chum. 
Ernest Delannoy, had done a gorgeous 
replica of Veronese’s “Marriage Feast 
at Cana” that took when framed the 
pair of them to carry it. They tried 
it on every dealer up and down both 
sides of the Seine until the first price 
of 500 francs had dropped with sev¬ 
eral thuds to 100, then 20. then 10, 
then 5. Suddenly the dignity of art 
asserted itself. 

On the Pont des Arts they lifted the 
huge canvas. “Un.” they said, with 
a great swing, “deux, trois—vfian!” 
and over it went into the water with a 
splash. Sergents de ville came run¬ 
ning, omnibuses stopped, and boats 
pushed out on the river. Altogether 
it was an immense success, and they 
went home enchanted.—Pall Mall Ga¬ 
zette.

This time the D 
sharp was played in its proper place, 
and the musicians themselves were 
surprised at the superior effect pro¬ 
duced. After the opera Mozart was 
conducted in triumph to his hotel.

ORDINANCE No. 12 


An Ordinance Prohibiting the Run¬ 
ning at Large of Animals Within the 
Limits of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and Providing for the Impound¬ 
ing and Sale of Animals found running 
at large in said City. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. 

A Public Pound is hereby authorized 
and established, which Pound shall be 
located at a place to be designated 
from time to time by Resolution of this 
Board. 

Section 2. 

It shall be the duty of the Pound- 
master to take up, seize, and impound 
all horses, mules, asses, goats, cows, 
bulls, calves, sheep, swine, untagged 
dogs, or other domestic animals, or any 
of such animals, found running at 
large or estrayed, or herded in charge 
of any person, or staked, or in any 
manner grazing, or being grazed or 
fed, upon any public street, way, road, 
alley, or other public thoroughfare, or 
any of said animals which is upon or 
being led or driven upon any improved 
sidewalk in said City. 

•Section 3. 

Any animal trespassing upon any 
private property in said City may be 
taken up by any person and committed 
to the custody of the Poundmaster, who 
shall hold the same subject to reason¬ 
able demands for actual damage done 
by said animal, in additon to the fees 
prescribed herein. 

Section 4. 

The Poundmaster shall keep a true 
and faithful record of the number and 
description of all animals taken into 
his custody, with the date of their re¬ 
ceipt and the date and manner of their 
disposal, with the fees and charges 
collected on account of said animals, 
and the disposition thereof. Said record 
to be kept by the Poundmaster in a 
book or books provided for that pur¬ 
pose, which shall be the record book 
or books of the office of the Poundmas¬ 
ter and shall not be removed therefrom. 
He shall also keep conspicuously posted 
at the entrance of the Pound, a list of 
all animals therein detained. He shall 
also provide necessary subsistence for 
all animals while in his custody, and 
shall milk when necessary, all cows in 
his Pound, or failing to furnish such 
substance, or to milk any cows in his 
possession when necessary, he shall be 
liable to the owner personally and upon 
his official bond hereinafter mentioned, 
for all damages arising therefrom. It 
shall be his duty to notify the owner 
or party having control (if known to 
him), of any and all animals received 
or taken into the Pound, within six 
hours thereafter, if in the day time, 
but if in the night time, then before 
noon of the subsequent day. 

Section r>. 

All animals taken into the custody of 
the Poundmaster, if not reclaimed 
within two days thereafter, shall be 
advertised by written or printed notice 
conspicuously posted on the Pound 
(late, on the Bulletin Board at the 
Board room door, and at the Postoffice, 
as follows: 

Horses, mares, cows, bulls, oxen, 
mules, or asses for seven (7) days; 
swine, sheep, lambs, goats, and other 
small animals except dogs, for five (5) 
days; dogs for two days (48) hours. 
Said notice shall describe the animals 
impounded and give time and place of 
sale, which sale shall be by public 
auction. 

Section <1. 

At the time specified in and after 
said advertisement, as hereinbefore 
provided, or at any postponement 
thereof, the Poundmaster shall sell, at 
public auction, the said animal or ani¬ 
mals, to the highest bidder for cash, 
lawful money of the United States, anti 
out of the proceeds of the sale thereof 
pay his proper fees and charges, and 
all reasonable and proper demands 
made under the provisions of Section :i 
of this ordinance. Any balance of the 
proceeds of a sale of any animal re¬ 
maining after the payment of such 
fees, charges, and demands, shall be 
paid into the City treasury, for the use 
of the owner of such animal, if claimed 
within six (ti) months thereafter, and 
on satisfactory proof of ownership; if 
not, the same shall be turned into the 
general fund of such treasury. 

Section 7. 

The owner or person entitled to the 
control of any animal impounded, may 
at any time before the sale, or other 
disposition thereof, redeem the same 
by paying to the Poundmaster all 
proper fees and charges thereon, made 
by virtue of any of the provisions of 
this ordinance. The owner of any ani¬ 
mal, or animals sold under the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance shall have the 
right to redeem the same within three 
(3) months from the day of such sale 
by producing satisfactory evidence of 
his ownership thereof and by paying' 
to the purchaser of such animals the 
amount of the purchase price with live 
(5) per cent added thereto, together 
with the necessary expenses incurred 
by said purchaser in keeping said 
animals. 

Section S. 

No person owning or having posses¬ 
sion of any dog, shall suffer or permit 
the same to be upon any public street 
of the City without being held or led 
by a cord, chain or other thing, or 
conllned to a vehicle, unless such dog 
has around Its neck such a collar as in 
this ordinance provided, having at¬ 
tached thereto such a metallic plate or 
tag with such inscriptions thereon as 
arc in this ordinance provided, nor 
unless a license tax for the then cur¬ 
rent year has been paid as herein 
stated; provided, that any dog taken 
up by the Poundmaster shall be re¬ 
leased without charge upon its being 
shown that such dog does not belong 
in this City, and is not being kept or 
harbored here, and that it has not bean 
within the City limits more than twen¬ 
ty-four hours continuously next pre¬ 
ceding the time when it was taken up. 

Section I). 

Every dog over six (ti) months old 
not having on such collar or tag. found 
or being in any public street of said 
City and not being held, or led by a 
cord, chain, or other thing, nor con¬ 
fined in any vehicle, shall he taken by 
the Poundmaster to, and impounded in 
the Public Pound, where it may be 
redeemed by the owner or person 
theretofore entitled to the possession 
of him within two days thereafter, on 
payment to the Poundmaster of Two 
(2) Dollars; but if not so redeemed 
such dog shall be killed and buried by 
the Poundmaster (in the dumping 
ground specified by the Marshal); pro¬ 
vided, that the Poundmaster is author¬ 
ized to keep valuable dogs and sell 
them, and his receipt for the sale 
thereof, indorsed by the City Clerk, 
shall be a valid title to the purchaser. 
If a license tax has not been paid for 
the then current year, for any im¬ 
pounded dog, the party redeeming 
must, before redemption, pay such 
license tax; provided, that in case of 
loss of tag, a duplicate of the same 
must be obtained from the Marshal, as 
hereinafter provided, and on presenting 
said duplicate tag, the owner of said 
impounded dog shall be entitled to the 
possession of the same on payment to 


the Poundmaster of the sum of Fifty 
(50) Cents and costs. 

Whenever a dog is redeemed, the 
party redeeming must give to the 
Poundmaster duplicate receipts of the 
same, one of which shall be delivered 
by the Poundmaster with his monthly 
report to the City Clerk. The Pound- 
master must give to any person re¬ 
deeming a dog a receipt for the re¬ 
demption money. In case it is satis¬ 
factorily proven to the Poundmaster 
that a license tax fer the then current 
year has been paid upon any dog so 
impounded, said dog' shall be^ released 
upon payment of a fee of Fifty (50) 
Cents and costs. 

Section 10. 

The Marshal is hereby required to 
he supplied with, at the expense of the 
City, metallic plates or tags, having 
thereon, the number of the license and 
figures indicating the year for which 
the tax has been paid, and he shall 
register, in a book to be kept for that 
i purpose, tiie name of the owner or 
| possessor, and desciiption of the dog 
for which the license is issued, and the 
number of the license, and shall deliver 
such tag, having thereon the number 
of the license, to the person paying for 
such license. The c >st of such plates 
or tags shall not exceed Twenty-five 
(25) Cents each. 

section 11. 

Kvery registei ed dog shall be pro¬ 
vided by the owner or possessor of 
such dog with a collar, at least three- 
fourths of an inch vide, and have at¬ 
tached to such collar such metallic 
plate or tag having such inscriptions 
thereon as specified in Section 10. 

Section 12. 

Whenever a tag i; sued for the then 
current year by the Marshal has been 
stolen, or lost, the < vvner or possessor 
of the dog for which the same was 
issued may on the p. yment of Twenty- 
live (25) Cents to the Marshal and on 
making and subscribing to an affidavit 
I of such loss, and filing the same with 
| the Marshal, receive from the Marshal 
a duplicate tag for the remaining por- 
I tion of the then current year. 

Section 13. 

The Poundmaster shall make a true 
and correct report to the Board of 
Trustees, under oath, on the first Mon¬ 
day of each month, of the number of 
dogs impounded by him during the 
preceding month, ami of the disposition 
made of them, and of the number 
redeemed, and by whom redeemed, and 
of the amount received for the re¬ 
demption of dogs. He shall be entitled 
to retain for his own use all moneys 
so obtained for redemption. He may 
at any time appoint Deputies to assist 
him, at his own expense, in the per¬ 
formance of said duties. 

Section 14. 

The Poundmaster shall feed one (1) 
pound of meat each day to each dog 
impounded, at a cost not exceeding live 
cents, pei- day. He shall also provide 
sufficient water for all dogs impounded, 
and food and water for all other ani¬ 
mals impounded. 

Section 15. 

At the end of every three (3) months, 
the Poundmaster shall be entitled to 
receive for his services, under this or¬ 
dinance, to be paid out of the general 
fund, an amount equal to the sum of 
One Dollar ($1.00) for each dog im¬ 
pounded and killed, as herein provided 
by him during said period; provided, 
that nothing shall be paid to the 
Poundmaster, on account of any dogs 
killed, except on the certificate of the 
Marshal, filed with the City Clerk, 
showing the killing of such dog by the 
Poundmaster; and it shall be the duty 
of the Marshal, at the end of every 
month, to file with the City Clerk a 
certificate showing the number of the 
dogs killed by the Poundmaster, during 
said period so far as known to him. 
And it shall lie his duty, when required 
by the Poundmaster so to do, to wit¬ 
ness the killing of any dog, or to 
direct some public officer so to do. 

Section Ilf. 

The Poundmaster and his Deputies 
shall each wear, while engaged in the 
discharge of their duties, on the left 
breast of their outer garment, a plain 
metallic badge precisely designating 
their office. 

Section 17. 

No person shall resist or interfere 
with the Poundmaster or any of his 
Deputies in the discharge of their 
official duties. 

Section IS. 

It shall hereafter be unlawful for the 
owner or owners, or person or persons, 
having the control of any animal men¬ 
tioned in Section 2 of this ordinance, 
except the owner or owners, or person 
or persons having the control of such 
horses, mares, mules, or asses or oxen, 
harnessed or saddled, and at the time 
in the actual custody of some person 
or persons, and of licensed dogs, to 
permit or allow the animals or any of 
them not mentioned in said section to 
run at large, or to lie found grazing, 
or being grazed or herded, upon any 
public street, road, highway, alley or 
public square in the City of South San 
Francisco. 

Section III. 

The Poundmaster shall be entitled to 
charge and receive fees and compen¬ 
sation for his services in impounding 
animals, the following nates: For each 
and every horse, mare, mule, jack, jen¬ 
net, hog, pig, bull, cow, ox, steer, or 
heifer, or ass, received or taken into 
the Pound, One (1) Dollar each and 
Fifty Cents each per day for keeping, 
watering and feeding the same, and 
Two Dollars each additional if adver¬ 
tised, and if sold twenty per cent com¬ 
mission on the amount remaining after 
expenses and charges are paid. For 
each and every sheep, goat or lamb 
i taken or received into the Pound Fifty 
Cents each, and for keeping, watering 
and feeding same Twenty-five Cents 
per day and $1.50 each additional if 
advertised, and if sold the same com¬ 
mission as is allowed for horses and 
other such animals as above provided. 

For impounding any unlicensed dog. 
the sum of $2. 

For impounding any licensed but un¬ 
tagged dog, the sum of Fifty Cents. 

For feeding dogs at the rate of Five 
Cents per day each, to be paid by the 
owner. 

For impounding and killing dogs as 
i herein provided, One Dollar ($1) each. 

For removing from the public streets 
{ any dead horse or other draft animal, 
or any dead cow, bull, ox, heifer or 
| calf, the sum of Three Dollars, to be 
paid by owner of animal. 

For removing from the public streets 
I any dead dog, cat, goat or sheep, Fifty 
| Cents each, to be paid by owner. 

Section 20. 

If sale is not made by the Pound- 
master at the time stated in his posted 
, notice, the sale may be by him post- 
j poned, from day to day until the ani- 
i mals offered by him are sold. Notice 
; of such postponement shall be given 
in the same manner as provided for 
' the original notice of sale, but no fees 
! shall be allowed the Poundmaster for 
posting notices of such postponement. 

Section 21. 

The Poundmaster shall be entitled to 
I retain for his own use out of the sum 
received for reclamation or sale of any 
I animal or animals, the fees herein al- 
| lowed, and costs of keeping said ani¬ 
mals. 

Section 22. 

It shall be the duty of the Pound- 


master to remove from the public 
streets, highways or alleys, any animal 
found dead thereon. 

Section 23. 

The Poundmaster may retake within 
six days any animal directly or in¬ 
directly conveyed or delivered out of 
the Pound without lawful authority, 
and again impound and retain the ani¬ 
mal, and proceed as heretofore provided 
in the same manner as if said animal 
had never been released from the 
Found; provided, that when any animal 
escapes from the Pound without the 
assistance or knowledge of the owner 
thereof, the Poundmaster shall not be 
entitled to fees for again impounding 
the same within said period of six days. 

Section 24. 

The Poundmaster shall, before en¬ 
tering upon his duties, execute a bond 
in favor of the City of South San 
Francisco and all persons injured by 
his acts, in the penal sum of $500, con¬ 
ditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties as Poundkeeper under the 
provisions of this ordinance. Said bond 
shall be furnished by some reliable 
surety company and said Poundmaster 
shall be liable on said bond for all 
official acts of his Deputies or any of 
them. 

Section 25. 

Any and all persons who shall com¬ 
mit a Pound-breach or obstruct, hinder, 
or prevent, or who shall make any 
attempt to obstruct, hinder or prevent 
in any way, directly or indirectly, the 
Poundmaster or his Deputies in the 
exercise of his or their duties, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not exceeding $100 
or by imprisonment not exceeding 30 
days, or both such fine and imprison¬ 
ment. 

Section 2(1. 

Any person violating any of the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance shall *be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun¬ 
ished as provided in Section 25 of this 
ordinance. 

Section 27. 

Any Poundmaster or his Deputies or 
Deputy violating..any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished as 
provided in Section 25 of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 2N. 

This ordinance shall be published 
once in "The Enterprise,” a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after the day of its passage.

ORDINANCE No. 13 


An Ordinance Imposing License Taxes 
for the Purpose of Regulation and 
Revenue and Fixing the Rates Thereof. 


T^lie Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section I. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation in his or its name, 
as agent, clerk or solicitor, or in any 
other capacity, to commence, engage 
in or carry on, or aid or assist in 
carrying on, any business, occupation 
or calling liable to a license tax by 
this ordinance, without first paying for 
and taking out a proper license there¬ 
for in the manner hereinafter provided, 
which license when procured author¬ 
izes the party named therein, at and in 
the particular place stated in such 
license, and at no other, to transact 
and carry on the business, calling, or 
occupation described in such license. 
Separate licenses must be procured and 
paid for each branch establishment or 
separate house of business located in 
or cj&rried on in the City of South San 
r rancisco. 

Section 2. 

| The amount of any license tax, viz: 

I From the date of the commencement of 
any business, occupation or calling, to 
i the first day of the next succeeding 
quarter, imposed under or by virtue of 
| any section or provision of this ordi¬ 
nance, shall be deemed a debt owing 
to the City of South San Francisco at 
the time of the commencement of any 
such business, occupation or calling, 
requiring such license tax and payment 
| therefor, for the collection of which an 
action may be maintained as in this 
I ordinance provided, and on the 1st day 
| of each and every quarter thereafter, 
j should such a business, occupation or 
calling be continued, the further sum 
! and amount of and for one-quarter 
year, or three (3) months, in advance 
] shall also become and be a debt due 
and owing said City of South San 
I 1 rancisco, the collection of which may 
be enforced as hereinafter mentioned 
and provided. 

Section 3. 

Against any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, required by this ordinance to take 
out a license, who fails, neglects or 
refuses to take out such license, or who 
carries on or attempts to carry on, any 
business, occupation, or calling, in any 
form or manner whatever, without such 
license, the Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco shall di¬ 
rect suit in behalf and in the name of 
the City of South San Francisco, as 
i plaintiff, to be brought for the recovery 
I of such license tax; and, in such case 
the Marshal or Clerk of said City may 
make the necessary affidavit for, and a 
writ of attachment may issue without 
any bonds being given in behalf of the 
plaintiff. 

Section 4. 

Every person who shall commence, 
engage in, or carry on any business, 

| trade, profession or calling, whether as 
i principal, agent, clerk, solicitor, or 
otherwise, for the transaction or carry¬ 
ing on of which a license is required 
, under or by virtue of any section or 
provision of this ordinance without 
| first taking out and procuring the 
license prescribed by such section or 
[ provision, or who shall otherwise vio¬ 
late any provision of this ordinance, 
shall be deemed guilty of a rnisde- 
i meaner, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by fine of not ex¬ 
ceeding Three Hundred (300) Dollars, 
I or by imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding three (3) months, or by both 
I such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 5. 

j . For each license tax paid and license 
| issued, the Marshal shall be entitled to 
collect from the party procuring the 
1 license, the sum of $1.00 at the time the

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tax is paid, fifty cents of which sum 
shall be retained by him, and the bal¬ 
ance fifty cents remitted to the Clerk, 
as fees for their and each of their 
services in collecting the license tax 
and issuing the license, respectively. 

Section (I. 

Licenses may' issue for three, six, 
nine or twelve months, and for such 
other times as may be required by this 
ordinance, provided, however, that all 
persons, firms or corporations may if 
they desire pay for their licenses an¬ 
nually in advance. All licenses issued 
for three, six, nine or twelve months 
must commence at the beginning of a 
quarter, to wit: 

On the first day of January, April, 
July, or October; provided, that when 
any business, occupation, or calling, 
requiring a license shall have been 
commenced, after the beginning of the 
year, half year, or quarter year, then 
and in that case, the Clerk shall issue 
a license for the remaining portion of 
such term, and the Marshal shall re¬ 
ceive in payment therefor, the pro rata 
sum required for such license for such 
unexpired term; provided, that no li¬ 
cense shall be issued to extend beyond 
the calendar year, in which such license 
is issued. , 

Section 7. 


It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
have printed license blanks for the City 
in substantially the following form:

He shall number and sign the same 
and deliver the same to the Marshal 
from time to time as may be required, 
and shall charge the Marshal with the 
same, keeping an account of the num¬ 
bers thereof, in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

On the first Monday of each month, 
the Marshal shall present to the City 
Clerk, all licenses not issued, and re¬ 
ceipts for all licenses issued. The Clerk 
shall thereupon credit him with any 
licenses returned and cancelled, and 
from the receipts so presented shall 
enter in a book marked "LICENSES” 
the date of all licenses issued, to whom 
issued, for what business, and the time 
when they expire, and the amount paid. 

The license so prepared by the City 
Clerk shall be bound in books of suit¬ 
able size and shall have a stub corre¬ 
sponding thereto, which shall remain 
in the book after issuance. On this 
stub shall be noted the number of the 
license, the date thereof, to whom is¬ 
sued, for what business, the time when 
it expires, and the amount paid. It 
shall also bear a receipt substantially 
in the following form, to wit: 

Received the above mentioned license 
from the Marshal and ex-officio Tax 
and License Collector of the City of 
South San Francisco, to whom the 
above mentioned sum has been paid. 


Licensee. 

The Marshal, at the time of deliver¬ 
ing the license, shall see that the stub 
is properly filled out, and shall require 
the Licensee to sign such receipt tnere- 
for. 

Seel ion S. 

Every person, firm or corporation 
having obtained a license under the 
provisions of this ordinance shall keep 
tiie same exhibited in some conspicu¬ 
ous part of the place of business for 
whicn the same was procured; pro¬ 
vided, that peddlers and others who 
have no fixed place of business in said 
City must carry their license and must 
exhibit the same when so requested. 

No license granted or issued under 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be in any manner assignable or 
transferable, or authorize any person, 
firm or corporation other than the one 
therein mentioned to do business. 

Section 0. 

Words used in this ordinance in the 
present tense, include the future tense, 
as well as the present; words used in 
the masculine gender include the femi¬ 
nine and neuter; the singular includes 
the plural, and tiie plural the singular; 
the word "person” includes a partner¬ 
ship or corporation, as well as a nat¬ 
ural person. The word Marshal in¬ 
cludes Deputy Marshal. 

Section 10. 

Licenses must be procured as afore¬ 
said for the business, occupation or 
calling, hereinafter mentioned, for 
which licenses, payment must be made 
to the Marshal of the City of South 
San Francisco, or to'his duly author¬ 
ized deputy, in the following amounts, 
and the Marshal must require payment 
therefor as follows, to wit: 

I. Every person, tiYm or corporation, 
who or which, at a fixed place of busi¬ 
ness, sells any goods, wares, or mer¬ 
chandise, or transacts any other secular 
business, not mentioned in this ordi¬ 
nance, whether on commission or other¬ 
wise, must pay a license tax therefor 
according to the class to which he be¬ 
longs as hereinafter specified and in 
the amounts following, to wit: 

(a) Those whose average quarterly 
sales or hire are Five Hundred (500) 
Dollars or less shall constitute the first 
class, and shall pay a license tax of 
Two (2) Dollars per quarter year; 

(b) Those whose average quarterly 
sales or hire are over $500 and less 
than $1000 shall constitute the second 
class and pay a license tax of Three 
(3) Dollars per quarter year; 

(c) Those whose average quarterly 
sales or_ hire are over $1000 and less 
than $2500 shall constitute the third 
class and pay a license tax of Four (4) 
Dollars per quarter year; 

(d) Those whose average quarterly 
sales or hire are over $2500 and less 
than $5000 shall constitute the fourth 
class and pay a license tax of Five (5) 
Dollars per quarter year; 

(e) Those whose average quarterly 
sales or hire are over $5000 (Five 
Thousand) shall constitute the fifth 
class and pay a license tax of Six and 
25/100 ($6.25) Dollars per quarter year; 

Provided, however, that nothing in 
this ordinance shall be construed to 
require a license from any factory or 
packing house within the limits of the 
City of South San Francisco, and the 
same are hereby expressly exempted 
trom the provisions of this ordinance. 

II. Every person who conducts the 
business of peddling, or who from place 
to place offers to or does sell, barter or 
exchange anything then in his posses¬ 
sion in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco (excepting newspapers, periodi¬ 
cals, and publications, and excepting 
those who sell only to merchants and 
traders for resale), shall pay a license 
tax per quarter year of Twenty-five 
(25) Dollars; 

Every person who not having within 
said City a fixed place of business, 
regularly kept open, with some one in 
charge thereof for the transaction of 
the particular business engaged in dur¬ 
ing the hours customary for the trans¬ 
action of such business, travels from 
place to place, and offers to and does 
sell, barter or exchange anything then 
m his possession, in said City of South 
San Francisco (excepting the persons 
and articles in this subdivision except¬ 


ed), shall be deemed a peddler within 
the meaning of this ordinance. But 
this section shall not apply to persons 
offering for sale, fruit, vegetables, or 
other produce raised by themselves. 

III. Every solicitor or order agent 
who shall solicit or take orders for the 
sale, exchange, delivery or barter of 
any goods, wares, or merchandise, not 
then in his actual possession as a ped¬ 
dler (excepting newspapers, periodicals 
and publications) shall pay a license 
tax per quarter year of Ten (10) Dol¬ 
lars; provided, that this subdivision 
shall not apply to wholesale agents, 
who solicit orders from, and sell for 
resale to retail dealers only. 

IV. Every person who collects, pur¬ 
chases or barters for old junk and 
second hand articles shall pay a license 
tax per quarter year of Two (2) Dol¬ 
lars. 

V. Every person, firm, company or 
corporation operating as common car¬ 
rier an express business within said. 
City, and therewith doing a business 
which consists wholly or in part in the 
transportation of merchandise to and 
from and through points within the 
State of California, and which business 
is not done for the Government of the' 
United Slates, its officers or agents, 
must obtain for the doing of said busi¬ 
ness, a license as provided in this arti¬ 
cle and pay for the same a license tax 
of Five (5) Dollars per quarter year;, 
provided, that where y any such person- 
firm, company or corporation does a 
business a portion of which consists in 
the transportation of merchandise to- 

, and from and through points v- r 'thin 
said State as aforesaid, said transpor¬ 
tation not being for the Government of 
the United States, its officers or agents,, 
and a portion of which consists in the 
transportation of merchandise to and 
from and through and without said 
State, or any business which is done 
for the , Government of the United 
States, its officers or agents, such li¬ 
cense shall be required for, and such 
license tax therefor, paid for only such 
portion of tiie business, of such person, 
firm, company or corporation, first men¬ 
tioned and which consists in the trans¬ 
portation of merchandise to and from 
and through points within said State, 
such transportation not being for the 
Government of the United States, its 
officers or agents, and no license shall 
be required for the doing of the other 
portion of the -business of said person, 
firm, company or corporation. 

VI. Every person, firm or corporation 
operating a telephone system or portion 
thereof in said City for hire shall pay 
a license tax per quarter year of $10. 

VII. Every person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion supplying gas or electric light to 
the people of said City for profit shall 
pay a license tax per quarter year of 
$ 15 . 

VIII. Every person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion operating a street railway within, 
the limits of the City of South San 
Francisco shall pay a license tax of' 
$25 per quarter year. 

IX. Every telegraph company doing 
business'in said City shall pay a license 
tax per quarter year of $5. 

X. Every person, firm or corporation- 
engaged in the business of banking, 
shall pay a ^license tax per quarter 
year of $10. 

XI. Every person, firm or corporation 
engaged in the real estate business in 
said City shall pay a license tax per 
quarter year of $3. 

XII. Every person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion engaged in the hotel or restaurant 
business, or keeping a lodging house- 
in said City shall pay a license tax per 
quarter year of $3. This subdivision 
shall also include boarding houses in 
said City and by a boarding house shall 
be meant any place in which five' 
boarders or roomers are kept for hire, 
A lodging house shall be for the pur¬ 
poses of this ordinance, any place hav¬ 
ing at least five roomers kept for hire. 

XIII. Every person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, agent or solicitor, who maintains 
a laundry route either for himself or 
for others, or who conducts or carries 
on a laundry business as an agent, 
solicitor, representative or employee, 
shall pay a license tax of $15 per quar¬ 
ter year unless the master or principal 
has paid said license tax, and it shall 
be unlawful to carry on, or solicit for 
such laundry business until said tax 
has been paid. 

XIV. Each person engaged in the 
following businesses or occupations 
shall pay license taxes as follows, to 
wit: 

(a) For each insurance agent, $2.50 
per quarter. 

(b) For each sewing machine agent, 
$5 per quarter. 

(e) For each agent for pianos • or 
organs, $10 per quarter. 

(d) For each person selling goods, 
wares or merchandise on the street. 
$5 per quarter. 

(e) For each bill poster, $2.50 per 
quarter. 

(f) For each advertising sign paint¬ 
er. $2.5(1 per quarter. 

(g) For each person organizing or 
endeavoring to organize a watch club, 
suit club, jeweler's club, or similar 
scheme, $10 per quarter. 

<h) For each street musician, $1 per 
day. 

(i) For each patent medicine vender. 
$5 per day. 

(j) Each proprietor of a ba'rber shop 
shall pay a license tax according to 
the classification made in subdivision 
of this section. 

<k) For each photograph gallery a 
license tax shall be paid according to 
the classification made in subdivision 
one of this section. 

(l) Each dairy shall pay for each 
wagon used in the delivery of milk. $1 
per quarter. 

(m) Each person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion engaged in the business of trans¬ 
ferring. forwarding or delivering bag¬ 
gage and packages of goods, wares ami 
merchandise to and from different lo¬ 
cations in said City, and who or which 
does not pay a license tax under any 
other subdivision of this section for an 
express business, shall pay a license 
tax per quarter year of $1 for each 
wagon, dray or cart. All such wagons, 
drays or carts shall he numbered and 
the numbers shall be placed in con¬ 
spicuous places on the same. 

(n) Every proprietor or keeper of a 
billiard, bagatelle or pool table con¬ 
tained in a public or billiard hall shall 
pay a license tax of $2 per quarter year 
for each table. 

(o) The proprietor, manager, or les¬ 
see of each nine or ten pin alley or 
bowling alley shall pay a license tax 
of $2.50 per quarter year for each allev. 

(p) The proprietor or manager of 
each menagerie, circus or collection of 
animals shall pay a license tax of $50 
for each performance, and $3 additional 
for each side show or exhibition for 
which an entrance fee is charged, ex¬ 
cept that a license tax of $5 for each 
performance shall be collected for each 
show of trick horses, cats, monkeys or 
other domestic animals only. 

(q) The proprietor or manager of 
any tight rope or wire rope perform¬ 
ance, panorama, show or figures or 
sleight of hand, exhibited for gain or 
reward, shall pay a license tax of $3 
for each performance. 

<r) The proprietor or manager of 
I each shooting gallery shall pay a 
1 license tax of $3 per quarter. 

(s) The proprietor, manager or les¬ 
see of flying horses, so-called, or merry 
go round shall pay a license tax for 
each ring or set, of $5 for each day or 
1 portion of a day in which they are run; 
°r if a license is granted for a month, 
a license tax of $25 shall be paid in 
advance by such owner, manager, or 
lessee. 

It) Each astrologer, fortune-teller, 
medium, or clairvoyant shall pay a 
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license tax of $10 rer quarter. 

<u) Every proprietor or keeper of a 
nail or moving picture show or place 
where entertainments are given for 
which a charge is made shall pay a 
license tax of $4 per quarter, and the 
same shall be in full for all perform¬ 
ances given therein. 

Section 11. 

Whenever in this ordinance a license 
tax is fixed, the amount of which de¬ 
pends on the quarterly receipts or busi¬ 
ness or other similar method, the Mar¬ 
shal shall, if the facts are not shown 
to him, exact an affidavit from the 
applicant showing the class to which 
the applicant's business belongs, and 
the rate of license tax which the appli¬ 
cant should pay. The facts alleged in 
such affiidavit shall not be conclusive 
upon the Marshal, where in his judg¬ 
ment they are not true. 

Section 12.

" The People, Traditions and Associa¬ 
tions That Made It Possible Are No 
More, and It Joins In Oblivion the 

x Apple Cut and Quilting Bee.

e “It isn’t because there is no more 
y material in the Blue mountain region 
e of Pennsylvania to provide a turkey 
j eat that we have had the last of those 
e famous festivities,” said a former 
'j dweller of the district described, “for 
y there are still wild turkeys a-plenty. 

{ "The turkey eat has gone out with 
the passing of the people whose homes, 
traditions and manner of life made it 
i possible and with the occupation that 
was once theirs. 

i “In the days when the turkey eat 
1 was the great winter festivity in the 
, mountain districts between the Schuyl- 
, kil> and the Juniata watersheds the 
t sparse population was chiefly of rude 
f and rugged woodmen and their fami¬ 
lies, many of them descendants of 
f Pare Pennsylvania Dutch stock. Scores 
of them depended almost entirely on 
• their skill with gun and trap for their 
l food supply. 

“The cabins of these mountaineers 
were built of logs, the chinks between ! 
. which were filled in with clay. A [ 
huge stone chimney rose at one end 
of the cabin outside, covering that en¬ 
tire end. while on the inside it opened 
on a broad fireplace across that end 
of the room. 

“The cabin was banked ail around 
with earth, against which hemlock and 
pine boughs were heaped. Sometimes 
rows of cord wood were piled up al¬ 
most to the eaves, the better to keep 
out the cold, which is always intense 
during winter on those wind swept 
hills. 

“There was rarely a cabin with more 
than one room. The walls were dark 
and smoky, and from rafter or beam 
hung plentifully strips of jerked veni¬ 
son and chunks of smoked hear meat, 
along with hams and bacon from the 
family pigs fattened In the woods and 
almost as \t*ild as the bear and the j 
deer. Rut the choicest and best bo | 
loved thing of the cabin's larder was 
the fat and well frozen wild turkey. 

“While the woodsman’s cabin was al¬ 
ways prepared for a turkey ea£, it 
never knew when it was coming. A j 
turkey eat began with the making up ! 
of a party in a neighboring village or 
settlement. Taking along a fiddler, 
they would appear at this, that or the 
other woodsman’s cabin of a winter 
evening, and the woodsman and his 
family did the rest. 

“Instantly the birch wood pail of ci¬ 
der came forth. While the cabin’s 
guests drank cider the host prepared 
and spitted the turkey over the hick¬ 
ory coals in the fireplace to roast for ■ 
the feast., When It was ready for the 
table it was placed before the guests 
on a big tin platter. Each one carved 
for himself, the plates being squares 
of birch hark. 

“The turkey eat was not complete, 
t' ough, without a liberal supply of 
‘paan baas’ and head cheese, and with 
it went the sweetest of rye bread and 1 
butter. Paan ha as is a strictly Penn¬ 
sylvania Dutch creation. , 

“It is made from the rich juices left 
after boiling the ingredients for head - 
cheese, these being thickened to a stiff . 
paste with buckwheat flour. This paste J 
Is pressed in forms until cold and is 
served in slices. It is a dull blue in 
color, very rich and very good. 

“After the feast the turkey eat was 
rounded out by a night of jollity super¬ 
induced by the fiddle and maintained 
by it in its music for the old fashioned 
cotillon figures and, reels, which were 
danced until the gray of morning. 

“But most of those old time woods¬ 
men have passed away, and on those £ 
who are still dwellers in the mountains v 
the game laws have forced a situation ,, 
that leaves them with their ancient oc¬ 
cupation gone, and the hunt being no p 
longer a source of maintenance its tra- i 
ditions have departed with it. The j 
newer generation of these people is of 
other tastes and associations, so while 
the wild turkey is yet in proximity in 
that Blue mountain region to supply 
the material for the festive turkey eat 
the traditions and associations that 
made It possible are no more, and it is i 
gone, like the apple cut, the quilting / 
bee, the pig killing frolic and others of 1 I 
the old time rural pastimes that are \ 
now but a memory.”—New York Sun.
